Plymouth  on  Wednesday ,  Jul>  13, 1921,  for  the  2 1 -  t  annual  reunion  of  the  Uden 
Kindred  of  America,  which  was  held  in  the  Memorial  Firsl  church  Unitarian)  on 
Town  square,  close  b>  the  site  of  the  old  Plymouth  home  of  John  Alden.  before  he  and 
Priscilla  moved  their  household  to  Duxbury.  Udens  l>"_ran  to  come  by  automobile 
early  in  the  morning  and  more  came  on  each  steam  train,  the  bulk  of  them,  however, 
on  the  Pilgrim  Tercentenary  special  express  from  Boston,  it  was  one  of  the  largest 
gatherings  in  the  history  of  the  kindred  and  the  meeting  \uh  one  of  the  most  interesting. 

At  the  entrance  of  the  church  were  ushers  garbed  in  Pilgrim  style,  who  showed 
the  visitors  in,  and  two  daintv  Priscillas  handed  them  cards  for  their  registration  for 
future  use  1>\  the  secretary  in  making  her  report.  These  were  Airs.  Arthur  C.  King 
and  Miss  Marian  Eaton;  Mi-  Lucy  Kin^r.  of  Taunton;  Miss  Bertha  Bass,of  New  \  ork, 
and  Mrs.  Claribel  Simonds,  of  South  Braintree,  assisted  by  John  Mdens  impersonated 
by  Messrs.  Bow  ell.  \\  in -or  and  \\  inslow,  of  Plymouth,  young  men  who  had  been  invited 
for  the  work  by  Mrs.  .1.  Henry  Shaw,  of  Plymouth. 

The  meeting  was  opened  by  President  George  F.  Washburn,  of  Manomet,  after 
Past  President  Vernon  Field,  of  NVollaston,  had  called  the  assemblage  to  order  and  had 
made  explanation  of  the  historic  values  of  the  gavel  and  block,  which  contained  bits 
<>t  stone  from  Southampton,  England,  and  Plymouth  Rock,  respectively.  Mr.  \\  ashburn 
then  introduced  the  founder  of  the  Alden  Kindred,  Miss  V.  EWa  Uden,  of  Middleboro, 
who  has  not  missed  a  single  reunion  since  the  national  society  had  its  inception  in  L901. 

Rev.  E.  C.  Bass  of  Providence,  nearl>  85  years  of  age,  gave  the  invocation,  and 
the  Adelphi  quartet,  of  Boston,  sang  selections  after  the  greeting  of  Prcsidenl  \\  ashburn, 
who  mentioned  the  pleasure  and  value  of  the  meeting  of  the  Udens,  and  said: 

There  is  n  significance  at  this  titno.  the  300th  anniversary  of  the  landing  of  the 

Pilgrims  in  this  town  where  John  AJdcn  lived.  The  eyes  of  lit*-  world  *i!l  he  on  Plymouth  in 
this  next  week  or  iv\o.  especially  \\  hen  ihe  President  will  land  here  from  liis  Muvjlower 
August  1,  1921,  the  same  as  the  Pilgrims  landed  from  t l»«-ir  Mnvflower,  and  comes  up  int.. 
town  to  take  part  in  the  program  of  t tie  day's  celebration.  So  we  w  ill  have  the  replica  of  the 
ol.l  Muviloirer  anchored  in  the  harbor,  and  v,r  will  h.ivc  the  Wayfloirer  of  today  in  which  the 
President  will  arrive. 

"Hail,  Pilgrim  fathers,"  was  sung  by  the  entire  company,  and  following  the 
■  ustomof  year-  the  family  roll  was  called,  indicating  the  numbers  of  the  Uden  children. 
Joseph's  descendants  headed  the  list  with  36  present,  Ruth  was  next  with  27,  Elizabeth 
with  21,  David  with  1 1,  Sarah  with  9,  Jonatl  ian  with  6,  Mar>  with  and  John  with 
•'•    Many  others,  who  were  out  seeing  Plymouth,  did  not  answer  the  rollcall. 

The  oldest  Aldens  present  were  Abishai  Alden  Baker,  of  Colchester,  (  onn.,  aged 
;>r>.  and  Dr.  E.  C.  Kass.  of  Providence,  nearly  85.  The  youngest  were  Betsey  Uden 
vyers,  II  months,  of  Hyde  Park,  and  John  David  Alden.  Needkam  Heights,  aged  5

months.    Although  she  was  not  present,  it  was  stated  that  the  oldest  Alden  is  Mrs. 

Judith  Winsor  Smith,  11  Roanoke  avenue,  Jamaica  Plain,  Mass.,  who  (if  she  lives) 

will  be  100  years  of  age  on  November  26,  1921. 

Melville  C.  Freeman,  submaster  of  Boston  High  School  of  Practical  Arts,  was  the 

principal  speaker.    He  made  an  address  on  the  lessons  to  be  derived  from  the  lives 

of  the  Pilgrims.    He  said  in  part: 

N  I  hope  I  may  be  able  to  explain  to  you  what  the  Pilgrim  means  to  me.  There  has  ever 
been  one  great  simple  in  all  history,  the  lone  simple  tor  freedom.  In  that.  struggle  there 
is  one  word  which  will  always  stand  out— that  of  Pilgrim.  It  is  a  word  of  lofty  ideals.  It  is  a 
word  full  of  courage  and  bright  with  honor.  It  was  appli*~l  to  a  body  of  men  and  women 
who  had  great  influence  on  American  history.  Of  all  the  boa-ted  immigrants  that  have 
peopled  America,  there  are  none  who  have  equalled  these  first  comers  to  the  shores  of  Massa- 
chusetts. 

Those  who  made  up  thai  early  -roup  possessed  an  attribute  much  finer  than  gold,  that  of 
character.    That  is  the  message  that  comes  down  from  over  300  year.  ago. 

The  Pilgrims  had  sympathy  and  were  gentler  than  the  Puritan,  who  followed  in  their 
footsteps.  They  were  simply  human  beings  and  they  saw  in  men  and  women  human  beings 
and  treated  them  like  human  beings.  They  were' lovers  of  peace.  They  did  not  show 
greedy  spirit  toward  their  neighbors  who  came  in.  They  were  not  careless  nor  greedy  and 
threatened  no  one's  welfare. 

The  (  <)  of  this  hour  and  every  hour  in  this  country  and  in  the  world  is  the  need  of 

sympathy.  From  the  toilej  3  comes  the  cry.  "We  are  human  beings,  not  stones  nor  brutes  nor 
machines,  but  human  beings."  The  wise  manager  is  hearing  this  call  and  is  responding. 
When  this  crv  is  met  Iron,  either  side,  then  strife  dies  and  the  economic  problem  is  easier.

Revolution.    There  is  unusual  distinguishment  inherent  in  the  cemetery,  for  thei 
lie  the  remains  of  descendants  of  John  and  Priscilla  Vlden.    Bui  the  descendants 
the  Altlen.s  are  not  all  dead  ones,  and  many  of  that  s|rain  are  the  living  everv-da 

people  whom  wemeel  in  daily  association.  A.  great-great-great-grandson  of  John  an 
Priscilla  Alden  is  buried  there,  and  he  died  at  the  remarkable  age  of  105  >ears.  II: 
name  was  Michael  Grennell,  and  he  was  the  great-great-grandfather  of  many  of  lh 
present  residents  of  Wayne  County,  Pennsylvania. 

The  huge  conglomerate  monument  erected  in  honor  of  the  early  settlors  throtigl 
the  interest  of  E.  M.  Peck,  of  Carbondale,  Pa.,  contains  the  names  of  the  origin 
settlers  in  that  pleasant  valley.  These  families  are  .Norton.  Grennell,  .North.  West 
Gaylord,  Griswold,  Peck,  McMullen,  l/)omis,  Ledyard,  Bunting,  Saunders,  Davenport 
Arnold.    These  families  arc  >lill  existent,  ami  their  representatives  were  present. 

The  celebration,  while  a  reunion,  was  distinctive  from  all  other  reunions  because  i 
was  not  merely  a  one-family  reunion  but  the  reunion  of  many  families  and  a  reunion  • 
the  members  of  the  ancient  Clinton  Centre  Baptisl  Church.  An  honored  guest  w  n 
Mrs.  Rainey,  wife  of  one  of  the  pastors  of  man\  years  ago.  Mr.  Maine y  is  still  livini: 
but  was  unable  to  make  the  journey.  The  ladies  of  Clinton  Centre  church  outdii 
themselves  in  extending  hospitality.     There  were  250  persons  present. 

Vftcr  dinner.  E.  M.  Peck  introduced  Mr.  Homer  Greene  of  llonesdale.  Mr 
Greene,  himself  a  New  Englander  In  descent  from   150  years  before  the  Revolution 


'.poke  eloquently  in  tribute  to  the  early  settlers  and  of  the  sturdy  race  who  inherit 
'heir  qualities.  He  commended  those  present,  on  maintaining  an  organization  to  keep 
ilive  the  memory  of  the  Pioneers.  One  of  the  great  characteristics  of  these  men  and 
•.omen  of  the  early  days  was  their  religion,  said  Mr.  Greene.  Their  faith  in  Clod  and 
the  promises  of  God  was  no  formal  rite,  but  the  very  bread  of  life  to  them.  Their 
.  .i  h  sustained  them  in  struggles  and  in  adverse  environment  of  which  we  of  today 
have  no  conception.  Mr.  Greene  eloquently* urged  that  all  descendants  strive,  amidst 
(he  confusion  of  these  troublous  times,  to  get  back  to  the  first  principles  that  character- 
ized their  ancestors — to  assume  the  obligation  which  such  ancestry  and  such  memories 
impose,  and  to  pass  along  unsullied  the  precious  heritage. 

The  pastor  of  the  church,  Rev.  Mr.  McKenzie,  Editor  Pennell,of  the  Wayne  In- 
dependent, and  E.  M.  Peek,  founder  of  the  association  of  Early  Settlers,  all  delivered 
iddresses  of  intense  interest. — Carbondale  (Pa.)  Leader.

WILLIA  M  MULLINS,  whose  name  is  the  tenth  among  the  signers  of  the  Compact, 
joined  the  Pilgrims  with  his  family  at  Southampton.  The  probate  at  London, 
July  23,  1621,  of  his  nuncupative  will  indicates  lhat  he  came  from  Dorking, 
:nty  Surrey,  England.  He  died  February  21,  1621,  and  his  wife  Alice  and  son 
"Lseph  also  succumbed  during  the  first  terrible  winter  in  what  is  now  Plymouth,  Massa- 
chusetts. His  daughter  Priscilla  married  John  Alden.  His  eldest  son  William,  to 
fhom  he  left  his  share  of  land,  came  later  to  the  colony.  Thus,  all  Alden  descendants 
lave  four  Mayflower  ancestors:  John  Alden.  his  wife  Priscilla.  and  her  parents,  \\  illiam
